loftiest of causes 

“We fight in honorable fashion for the 
good of mankind; fearless of the future, un- 
heeding of our individual fates, with un- 
flinching hearts and undimmed eyes; we 
stand at Armageddon, and we battle for the 
Lord.

Colonel’s Instructions Imperative. 

Therefore the colonel’s instruction to the 
men who will lead his fight on the floor to- 
day is:

Fight Assured at Start. 


The fight today will follow the reading of 
the report of the national committee, con- 
cluding with a recommendation that Senator 
Root be elected temporary chairman. 

The Roosevelt men are not divulging the 
motion they will make before its presenta- 
tion, but it will bein the nature of an objec- 
tion to the acceptance of the report of the 
national committee until the credentials of 
the men from contested districts have been 
examined by the convention itself or by an 
impartial tribunal.

Senator Root, Senator Penrose, and Senator 
Burton, With Bore Barnes working on the 
floor, and Senator Crane, who was defeated 
for delegate, operating on the side lines. 


Battle of Parliamentary Tactics. 


It at first will be a battle of parliamentary 
tactics, with the advantage slightly on the 
Taft side, from the fact that Victor Rose- 
water, chairman of the national committee, 
will be occupying the position of acting 
chairman of the convention. 

The Roosevelt men believe, however, Mr. 
Rosewater will be fair and that he will not 
neglect to recognize their spokesmen when 
they rise to make motions or to respond to 
the arguments of their opponents. 

It will be the effort of the Taft leaders to 
force the appointment of a credéntials com- 
mittee and the reference to it of the report 
of the national committee. Such a pro- 
cedure would mean a report from that com- 
mittee indorsing the action of the nationa!)

Dixon Expects Control at Start. 

Senator Dixon, the Roogevelt campaign 
manager, is emphatic in the statement that 
the Roosevelt forces will be able to dominate 
the convention from the start. He said the 
colenel would be nominated by a majority of 
at least forty-two, and that Senator Borah 
of Idaho would be chosen temporary chair- 
man over Senator Root by a larger majority. 

Mr. Dixon has been assured by many men 
from the south that they will not accept Sen- 
ator Root, the objection of these delegates 
arising from the New Yorker's denunciation 
last year of conditions in the south in con- 
nection with the Borah resolution amending 
the constitution so as to provide for the direct 
election of senators. 

Tt ts expected by the Roosevelt men they 
will lose a few votes in Illinois, Maryland, 
and Oregon. But these will be more than 
offset by defections from the section of the 
country mentioned and elsewhere. , 


North Dakota for Fair Play. 

Moreover, it now can be definitely stated 
that the entire North Dakota delegation 
and practically all, if not all, of tne Wis- 
consin delegation will vote with the Roose- 
velt men against the recognition of the 
fraudulent roll call of the national com- 
mittee. In view of these facts, the basis 
for the confidence of the Roosevelt men is 
apparent. 

Senator Penrose, as the spokesman of the 
Taft camp, characterized as puertle the 
proposal of the Roosevelt strategists to ob- 
ject to the recognition of the temporary roll 
prepared by the national committee.

Root and Hadley Disagree.

“To depart from this rule,“ he said,

leries or the world at large, and would not 
stand under any reasonable parliamentary 
usage.” 

Against these views of Penrose and Root 
are those of the Roosevelt men as expressed 
by Gov. Hadley:

ROOSEVELT DELEGATES 
TIRE OUT COLONEL’S HAND. 


Candidate Utterly Exhausted by Ef- 
fort to Greet All Those Who Will 
Vote for Him. 


Col. Roosevelt's reception to the Roosevelt 
delegates and alternates was the most stren- 
uous experience he has gone through since 
he reached Chicago. Several times, before 
the apparently endless string of enthusiasts 
had passed him, he cried out: Not an- 
other man—not another one.“ 

Once the colenel broke out of the recep- 
tion line, in which he wes surrounded by 
policemen and special guards, and started 
across the room toward one of the side doors. 

The reception, scheduled for 11 o'clock, 
began about 11:20, and until 12 o'clock Col. 
Roosevelt was the target for handshakers 
and bouquet tossers. 

He began the handshaking with vim and 
enthusjasm. After a half-hour of it, towever, 
perspiration was rolling from his face, his 
voice was getting tremulous, and he was 
skipping over a half-dozen hands at a time. 

Once he flashed out in an indignant protest 
against the action of the national committee 
on the California contested delegate case. 
Greeting a party of California delegates, he 
declared: There was never anything like 
it. That's the kind of action that makes 
revolutions.”

Pennsylvania Railway Train on Which 
Taft People Were Riding Runs Into 
Open Switch After Entering Chibago. 


A. caucus of the Georgia delegation, which 
es to have been held at 10 aclock in the 
morning, was postponed until late in the 
efternoon on account of an accident to the 
train conveying the Georgia Taft delegation. 

Over a score of men and women among the 
party, all colored, were injured. when the 
passenger train on the Pennsylvania rail- 
road in which they were coming to Chicago 
ran through an.open switch and collided with 
a train of empty coaches just south of West 
Harrison. street. 

The most seriqusiy injured was A. N. 
Fluker of Argyle, Ga., a delegate from the 
Eleventh district, who was taken to St. 

His spine was injured and 
he was hurt internally. 

Henry L. Johnson. delegate at large from 
Macon, and recorder of déeds of the District 
of Columbia, sustained injuries to his back, 
shoulders, and knees.

Stanford White's Slayer. 


White Plains, N. T., June 17.—One of his 
own alienista, Dr. Roy L. Leak, testified 
against Harry K. Thaw, the slayer of Stan- 
ford White, in the hearing Defore Justice 
Keogh of the Supreme court today. 

Dr. Leak, second physician at the Mattea. 
wan asylum, had been summoned by Thaw’s 
lawyer in the fight for the freedom of the 
Pittsburgher. Examingd by the former dia- 
trict attorney of New York, William T. 
Jerome, attorney for the state, the insanity 
expert admitted that Thaw is “ constitu- 
tionally inferior.” 

It was the occasion of Thaw's third battie 
to get out of Matteawan. Denied a motion 
for a jury, it is for the court to decide wheth- 
er the prisoner shall regain his liberty on 
habeas corpus proceedings. The decision as 
to Thaw’s sanity rests with the judge. 


Liable to Be Violent. 

After Jerome had drawn from the allenist 
the opinion that Thaw is constitutionally 
inferior,” the attorney asked whether the 
prisoner could recover am got a negative 
reply. The physician further stated persons 
such as Thaw are apt to do strange things 
when under stress or under the influence of 
liquor, that they have delusions of persecu- 
tion, and that when they drink they are liable 
to resort to acts of violence. , 

Dr. William A. White, an allenist incharge 
of the United States government hospital at 
Washington, testified that he had exammed 
Thaw on three occasions recently and had 
found no evidences of paranoia. 

“Thaw ig not insane,” he said, “and it 
would not de unsafe for the community to 
berate him now. His memory was good and 
his talk was entirely rational.” 


Godicil Called Foolish. 

A coden to Thaw’s will, made the even- 
ing of his marriage to Evelyn Nesbit, was 
shown to Dr. White. Asked what he thought 
of it, Dr. White sald it wae rather foolish. 

Wimam A. Stone, former Governor of 
Pennsytvenia, said he had known Thaw four 
years and had seen him yesterday. He de- 
scribed Theww's manner and eppearance as 
“perfectly natural.” As ta Thaw's sanity, 
Stone said: 

“He's perfectly rational 
about it in my mind.“
